be  exhibited,  to  the  Siilisfaction  of  the  Sccrc- 
tarj"  of  the  Treasury,  of  the  loss  or  destruction 
of  .any  treasure  note,  i.ssued  under  tlie  author- 
ity of  any  act  of  congres.s,  it  shall  be  law  ful  for 
tlie  said  secretary,  upon  receiving  bond  with 
sufficient  security  to  indemnify  the  United 
States  against  any  other  claim  on  account  of 
the  treasury  note  alleged  to  be  so  lost  or  des- 
troyed, to  pay  the  amount  due  on  such  note, 
to  the  person  who  had  lost  it,  or  in  whose 
possession  it  has  been  tiestroyed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  when- 
ever proof  sh.all  be  exhibited,  to  the  satisfiic- 
tinn  of  the  secretary  of  the  treasiirv-,  of  the 
loss  or  destniction  of  anv  certificate  of  .Missis- 
sippi stock,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  issue,  to  the

To  establish  a judii  ial  district  in  Virginia, 
west  of  the  Alleghany  mountain. 

Re  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Cotigi-ess  assembled,  That  so  much  ofthe  state 
of  Virginia  as  is  situate  west  ofthe  summit  of 
the  mountains  which  separate  the  w aters  emp- 
tying into  the  Chesapeake  hay  and  Roanoke 
river  from  the  waters  which  fall  into  the  ftliio 
river,  shall  be  one  judicial  district,  and  there 
shall  be  a district  court  therein,  to  consist  of 
one  judge,  who  shall  reside  in  the  saiil  ilistrict, 
and  be  called  a district  judge,  and  annually 
hold  six  sessions  as  follows : At  t'lavk.sburg, 
on  the  fourth  .Mon.lays  of  March  and  Septein 
ber;  at  I.ouisburg,  on  the  second  Mondays  of 
.Vpril  and  October,  and  at  Wythe  court  house, 
on  the  first  .Mondays  of  May  ami  November. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  euacted.  That  the 
said  court  shall,  besides  the  onlinarv  jurisdic- 
tion of  a district  court,  have  jurisdiction  of  all 
causes,  c.xccpt  of  apjjeals  and  writs  of  error, 
cognizable  by  law  in  a circuit  court,  and  shall 
proceed  therein  in  t'ne  s.iine  manner  .as  a cir- 
cuit court ; and  writs  of  error  shall  be  from  de- 
cisions therein  to  ibc  supreme  court,  in  the 
same  manner  as  tVoin  circuit  l onris. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  i;  further  enartsd.  That  there 
shall  be  a clerk  appointed  for  the  said  court ; 
and  that  a district  attorney  and  marshal  bo  ftp- 
pointed  for- the  su'd  flistricl,  ia  like  'n»nnc-  s;. 
in  other  judicial  districts. 

Sec.  4 -Ind  be  it  further  enacted.  That  tlicrc 
shall  he  allowed  to  the  said  .’udge  of  the  said 
district  court  the  yearly  coinpen.sation  of  one 
thousand  six  hundred  dollar.s,  to  commence 
fiom  the  date  of  his  appointment ; that  there 
.-•hall  be  allowed  to  the  said  distiict  attorney, 
the  yearly  compens.ation  of  two  hundred  dol- 
lars, to  commence  from  the  date  of  his  ap- 
pointment : and  there  shall  lie  allow  ed  to  the 
said  marshal,  the  yearly  .sum  of  two  hundred 
dollars,  to  commence  from  the  d.ate  of  liis  .ap- 
pointment, to  be  paid  quarterly  althe  Ucasti- 
ry  of  tlie  United  States.

nlives  of  such  as  may  be  dead,  on  account  of 
their  proportion  of  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars,  tlie  appraised  value  of  the  brig'l'rans- 
fer,  captured  by  the  said  brig  Syren,  for  a 
breach  ofthe  blockade  ofthe  port  of  Tripoli, 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  four,  during 
the  war  carried  on  by  the  United  State*,  a- 
gainst  that  power ; the  said  brig  Transfer 
having  been  taken  into  the  ^'ivice  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  by  Commodore  Edward  Preble, 
commander  ofthe  blockading  squadron:  which 
brig  was  regul.arly  condemned  as  a good  prize, 
by  sentence  of  a court  of  adiuindty.

'rims  it  appears  to  have  been  sol^emnly  es- 
tablished, at  lliat  early  .flaie  of  our  bistoiy,  not 
only  that  the  Commanding  General,  but  every 
commander  of  a separate  army,  was  vcste<l 
with  the  power  fif  retaliation.  Mr.  ,1.  next 
quoted  from  IzemlniiiiN  History  of  the  Kevohi- 
tioii  (page  226)  the  correspondence,  in  tlie 
commcnceTiicnt  of  the  war,  between  (icncral 
asbington  and  the  Unli^h  General  Gage,  and 
read  tiie  following  passage  of  f»ejieral  \Va»!i. 
ington’slcttcrtofieneiul  (iagcal  Cambridge 
.\ug'ist  11,  177.1 

‘ The  obligations  ari-in'^  from  the  right  o! 

‘ huniuiiity, are  univeisally  binding,  except  In 

* the  case  of  retaliation. 

‘ .^fy  duly  now  niahts  itneceisary  to  appr'se 
‘yon,  that,  for  the  future,  I shall  regulate  my 
‘ conduct  towaiyis  tln»se  gentlemen  of  y«mr  *r- 
‘ my,  who  are,  or  may  he  in  our  possession,  cx* 

‘ Rcily  by  the  rule  you  niuy  obsene  towartls 
‘ of  ours,  who  inav  lie  in  your  eu'^tody. 

‘ If  Severity  and  hardshij)  make  the  line  of 

* your  conduct  (painful  as  it  may  be  to  meV 
‘ yo".r  prisimers  will  fed  its  ettVets ; but  if  kind-

, Here,  said  Mr.  J.  the  revrl  ition  w as  com- 
m.  nce<l  with  llie  assertion  of  du  piinclple,  ami 
Icrminatcd  wilb  its  jecugnitiun.  it  was  so- 


lemnly confirmed  by  the  illustrious  Uevolu-i 
tionary  (;ongrcss,  who  were  afraid  that  the  act 
of  mercy  in  reganl  to  Capt.  Asgill  might  be 
presumed  to  disarm  tlieir  Commanding  tiener- 
ds  of  the  power  of  »*»*taliation.  On  this  sub- 
ject having  shewn  that  the  power  had  never 
before  been  questioned,  but  from  the  earliest 
date  invariably  as.serted,  it  wiis  scarcely  neces- 
sary to  say  more. 

Are  you  afi  aid,^aid  Mr.  .1.  of  your  military 
commanders?  Get  us  cease  to  appoint  and 
maintain  them — let  us  fold  <»iir  arms,  and  see 
who  will  figlit  our  battles.  Rut  if  we  must 
continue  to  use  our  muskets,  riHesand  cannon 
to  defend  ourselves  fi*oin  violence,  the  power 
of  directing  their  management  must  be  trust- 
ed somewlj;pre.  If  (ieneral  .lack.son  be  un- 
worthy of  his  station,  it  is  in  our  jmwer  to  dis- 
place him.  Have  \i>c  not  almost  omuip<»lent 
power  ? Ami  if  we  were  not  men  of  honor 
intcgiity,  loving  wi.sdom,  virtue  and  our  coun- 
try,  might  not  abuse  power  ami  prostrate 
liberty  f 'fake  from  the  (ieneral  ti»e  power  of 
immediately  hPciding  our  army  in  tlie  field, 
and  it  must  be  reposed  »omewhei*e  else. 

Wlien  at  war,  will  you  attempt  in  pei*smi  to 
lead  your  armies  to  battle.  ? Or,  wlien  armies 
pre  contemling  and  blood  is  flowing,  are  our 
Generals  to  send  to  Congress  to  know  wbeili- 
er  they  shall  exercise  tlie  power  of  retaliation, 
or  whether  they  shall  give  or  refu.se  quarter  ? 

'i'lie  power  mu.st  be  committed  to  the  com- 
manders of  your  armies,  and  if  you  arc  afraid 
to  confide  it  to  them,  you  cm  have  no  army— 
for  it  is  not  expected  that  we  are  to  march  to 
-Mickasuky  or  to  Suwaney,  to  tight  the  buttles 
of  our  country. , Otlier  dtuics  are  assigne<l  to 
US;  ami  if  w e .assume  those  which  bt long  to 
otluT  l>epaitmen*s,  the  separation  of  powera 
in  our  government  is  a mere  nullity- 

(ienilemen  dwelt  on  the  dungerof  acting  on 
tlie  principle  of  ;icccs.vVv.  .Mr.  J.  admitted  it. 

Hut  W’as  neccHsilv  alone  the  tyrant’s  plea — or 
was  It  the  plea  ofthe  goml  man  as  well  os  the 
i\  rant  ? And  ts  the  goo<l  man  to  fold  his  arms 
and  siv,  necessity  is  the  tyrant’s  plea ; and  1 
will,  lliercd’ore,  surrender  tliis  right  and  thi.s 
power  which  commenced  with  the  foupdation 
«»f  the  earth  and  is  as  old  as  time  itself?  Mr 
J.  said,  he  was  the  advocate  of  mercy,  not  of 
cnielty  ; but  it  was  of  a mercy  compatible 
with  justice,  and  not  that  mistaken  clemency 
w liicn  is  in  itseU' cruelty.  Justice  ought  not  to 
he  lost  sight  of  in  the  pursuit  of  mercy.  If  it  is, 
the  fonmiations  of  our  government  may  be 
overturned,  and  our  weakness  and  imficcilitv 
will  invite  the  fate  wliicli  has  overtaken  the 
nations,  that  have  passed  away.  It  is,  s;iid  ho, 
ofthe  Ca^aHPS,  the  Phillips  ami  the  Ci*otnwells 
•done  we  have  reason  to  be  afraid  ?.  Get  us 
rather  avoid  the  treatment  of  an  ungrateful 
country  fo  Hclisarius— let  us  avoid  tiie  exam- 
ple of  the  banishment  of  .\ristides — let  us  ra- 
ther fear  to  lake  from  our  aged  w ariior  the  on- 
ly recompense  lie  asks  or  can  receive  foi’  Isis 
‘services— the  grat  tude  of  his  country.  Is  there 
no  danger  of  tliis.^  Hus  not  llie  time  arrived, 
in  wliich  ve  have  reason  to  apprclieml  it  ? Jo- 
ab,  iiotwitnstandwig  his  fulelity  tn  Haviil,  was 

at  fl»t?  l*->i*mi-of  ’i«-  .-iitar  ; a'ni  >a«d  eonlci, 

nt*t  bear  to  hear  the  praiites  of  tlm  ifaliant  (!ap- 
tum  wdio  had  slain  Goliab.  1 hmi  ecpially  a- 
fraid,  wiili  the  Sneaker,  of  the  ambilton  of  a 
Caesar,  or  a Napoleon,  slioulcl  such  arise,  but  f 
am  more  afraid  of  lliat  sickliness  of  feeling  lo- 
waixls  convicted  ineendiants  which  woultl 
sliew  Itself  in  ingratitude  tow.ards  him  w1k>  h.is 
risked  his  all  in  the  service  of  Ills  country,  and 
has  (lone  for  it  so  mucli.  U liat  reward  does 
this  gallant  Captain  nsk  of  his  country  ? Does. ' )e«ter  to 
he  desire  vveahh No;  he  fought  for  glory, 1 1 wldcli  Ir 
for  liberty,  for  h‘s  country  : he  erpteted  at 
least  her  gratitude — and  no'.v  it  was  pn'poscit 
to  hold  him  up,  as  an  example  to  all  uiuiKind, 
of  the  danger  ofinctirring  rtaponsibih^*  in  me 
service  ofthe  nation. 

.Mr.  J.  then  proceeded  to  remark  on  tlie 
case  of  major  Amlre,  wliich  was  a strong  ex- 
au:|)le  of  miiitarv  exccuiioii  in  the  fac*‘{of  gr»  at 
(llmciilties;  major  A.  having  come  In  with  a 
flag,  &c.  and  llic  treason  of  Arnold  only  in- 
volving him  ill  guilt.  \\  hat  was  the  fate  of 
tliut  g.dhnt  and  d»s‘inguishe«l  young  man  ? 
\ndwhow;is  the  individual  who  brought  him 
to  the  har  or  justice,  and  rigorously  e.xei  uted 
on  liiin  thir  sentence  of  acourt  nrutial  ? What 
was  the  foundation  ofthe  proceedings  o*‘ the 
Ruud  of  fourteen  general  ollicers,  who  con 
demned  him  to  death  ? U was  upon  the  law 
«'f  nations,  and  upon  the  magn.animous,  open 
and  honorable  confession  of  tlie  prisoner  him- 
self, tint  he  w;is  condemned  .It  was  no  re.asoii 
wh>  we  slioulil  ilivest  ourselves  of  .his  right, 
t-h.Al  it  was  rect'gnizecl  by  statute.  M int  was 
.ad-niltcd  public  law,  what  w.as  indeed  the 
couimon  law  of  the  world,  could  gain  no 
strength  iiy  being  emboilied  in  tlie  technical 
phrases  of  statute  law.  The  principal  is  uni- 
versal, that,  in  flglilifig  ag.dust  savages,  you 
may  meet  inem  with  llieir  own  weapons,  and 
piitHiiv  individual  of  them  to  deaili.  On  the 
ground  of  reprisal  the  same  riglu  exists,  tin 
this  point,  Mr.  J.  (pioted  the  following  pas- 
sages from  ^ attel,  p^e  34,  .sec.  14. 

‘ rliere  is,  however,  one  ca.so  in  which  we 
‘ may  refuse  to  spare  the  life  of  an  enemy  wlio 

* has  surrendered  : it  is  when  the  enemy  has 
‘ been  guilty  of  some  enormo.is  breach  ofthe 
‘ laws  of  n.ations  and  particularly  w hen  he  Jia.s 
‘ violated  the  laws  of  war.” 

“ \\  hen  we  arc  at  war  with  a savage  na- 
‘ tion,  w*ho  obstrve  no  rules,  and  never  give 
‘ quarter,  wc  may  jxuiish  them  in  tlie  person.s 
‘ of  any  of  their  people,  w liom  wc  take,  (these 
‘ belonging  to  llie  mnnber  ofthe  guilty;  ami, 

‘ by  tins  rigorous  proceeding,  endeavor  U) 

‘ force  tliem  to  respect  the  l.xws  of  humanity.** 

'*  If  llie  hostile  general  has,  w illiout  any  just 
‘ reason,  caused  some  prisot»cr>.  to  be  hangcnl, 

‘ we  hang  an  ctpial  number  of  his  people.”  1!.

WHS  fxirlimate  for  (General  Jackson,  the  even- 
ing (»f  uho.se  life  would  be  diecrod  b\  the  rc- 
colh  ctlon  of  the  plau'lits  ofagr  Utful  p«"*ple, 
lid  a eoiisciousnrs.s  of  his  o»vu  sen ices,  that 
lie  (lid  not  vifilute,  in  lifs  case,  the  rigtUs  of  I 
captives,  nor  inflict  p;u.i.«hineM  on  innocent} 
men,  but  on  the  most  guilty  of  the  gui-t.  •’ 
Wlier^over  scveviiy  is  nut  absolutely  necesnu- 
rv,  clemency  may  become  a duty.  Jhr.  litre 
clemency  had  no  cl:d«n  to  ir.lerposc.  'flKTc 
coidd  be  no  hai-shness  or  severhv  in  putting  t<- 
deatli  two  iiiceiidiarie.s  when  the  rcf»t  oftnei- 
Confcdciaies and  dvk>d.‘d  l6.io.veia  utic  suf- 


fered to  roam  at  lai'ge.  Insl'^ad  of  bestowing 
our  conimiscralion  mi  the  guilty,  who  sufl’cretl 
death  fp**  their  crimes,  said  .\Ir..G  we  sliould 
open  our  bo.soms  to  the  bleeding  vvoun  l.s  of 
our  own  country,  and  thank  Heaven  they  have 
been  staunched  by  the  vigorous  ;trm  of  an  en- 
ergetic conmiaiider. 

-\9  to  tlie  necessity  of  putting  these  men  to 
death,  Mr.  J.  said  he  ihoughr,  when  wc  said 
ihei*ewasimt  a shew  of  necessity  for  it,  we 
ought  to  hear  what  General  Jackson  himself 
liadtosayon  that  subject.  It  would  he  seen, 
that  he  had  connected  the  capture  of  these  two 
men  vvitli  his  ability  to  return  home  ; that  it 
was  this  circuni-slance  wliich  he  considered  as 
jJuUiiig  a pcriml  to  the  war,  they  being  the 
promoters  of  if,  &c.  .Mr.  J.  then  read  the 
follouing  passages  fi*om  ticneralJacksou’s  let- 
ters : 

‘‘  I'hese  individuals,  (.Vrbuthnot  and  Am- 
‘ brister)  were  tried  under  my  ordera,  by  a 
‘ special  court  of  select  oflicers  ; legally  con- 

* victed  as  exciters  of  this  savage  and  negro 
‘war;  legally  coiulenmed;  ami  most  JuJvtly 
‘ punished  for  their  iniquities.  The  procec(l- 
‘ iugs  ofthe  COM*:  martial  in  the  rase,  with  the 
‘ volume  of  icstiiiionv,  justifying  their  condem- 
‘ nation,  present  scenes  of  wickedness,  cor- 
‘ ruption,  and  barbarity,  at  which  tlie  heart 

* sickens.” 

“ I hope  the  c.xecution  of  tliesc  two  unprln- 
‘ c’lpled  villains  will  prove  an  awful  exainpl 
‘ to  the  world,  and  convince  the  gov  ernment 
‘ oflireat  Rritaiii,  as  well  as  Iier  subjects, that 
‘ certain,  if  slow,  retribution  awaits  lliose  iiiv 

* Christian  wretches,  vvlio,  by  false  pn>miscs, 

* delmle  and  incite  an  Indian  tribe  to  all  the 
‘ horrid  deeds  of  savage  war.” 

“ So  long  as  the  Indians,  vvilhln  the  terri- 

* torv  of  Spain,  are  exposed  to  the  delusions  of 
‘ false  prophets?,  andjioison  of  foreign  intrigue; 

‘ so  long  aN  they  can  receive  ammunition,  imi- 
‘ nitions  of  vvar,  &c  from  pretended  traders 
‘ and  Spanish  commandants,  it  will  beiiiipossi- 
‘ ble  to  restrain  their  outrages.** 

Mr.  J.  asked,  wlictlier  this  reasoning  was 
false  or  correct ; whether  it  was  founded  on 
matter  of  fact,  or  on  what  was  nolfw.t  ? Ifit 
was  tnie,  he  should  like  to  hear  gentlemen 
.answer  it.  Nine  tenths  ofthe  Indians  were 
left  in  their  ovni  counti;j',  and,  if  proper  pre- 
caution was  not  taken,  the  same  scenes  as  bad 
already  been  exliibltcd  would  be  acted  over 
again.  General  Jackson  at  onetime  thought 
the  war  vva.s  at  an  end,  and  lliat  he  might  go 
home.  Hut  he  found  lie  was  mistaken,  and 
that  it  was  necessary  to  s(Jour  llie  country 
west  of  the  Apalachicola  ; and  after  he  got  into 
iG  he  was  obliged  to  take  l*ensacola  before  he 
could  conchule  the  war. 

In  regard  to  tlie  origin  of  this  vvar,  was  It, 
indeed,  as  had  been  said,  a contest  for  a Imiil 
ing  ground  and  a few  cattle  ? It  whs  for  about 
ten  or  hfreen  millions  of  acres  ofl  ind  It  was 
not  u common  Indian  w.ir,  in  which  wc  could 
have  dispensed  witli  rigorous  proceedings. 
One  of  two  altcrmuiv'es  we  were  oiiliged  to 
take  : cither  to  admit  that  w c hatl  imvle  a trea 
ry  with  tlu  .•»;»v*’ '-vhich  •»*us  a fltogvacc  tO 
tbv  country,  and  cede  back  to  the  Greek  na- 
tion of  I'vi  iins  fp..m  ten  to  fifteen  milHonsof' 
acres  of  land  vvhicli  (be  people  of  <ieorgla  are 
now  preparing  to  o<u'iipy  and  culliviitc;  or  to 
hold  on  to  it,  and  put  down  tlu*  Indian  war  by 
force,  'riiis  was  not  a common  petty  lurcenv 
war,  in  whicli  a few  imliv  idntds  were  murdei*e<l; 
nut  it  was  a ‘-.nlernti  declaration  ofwaroa  the* 
part  ofthe  fiidlans,  ami  .Mr.  .\rbuthn  was  the 
I author  ol  it.  .Mr.  J.  here  quoted  ArbuUuiotls 
General  Mitclie)!,  Indian  agent,  in 
s;iys  : “ .Sir  lv‘Ug  . latciiy,  the  bead 

ciiiuf  .*f  the  Gower  Cre.?k  11  .'.ion,  h;is  called 
‘ cn  me  to  leqavst  I would  represent  to  you 
'toe  emcl  and  oppiu-«sivc  conduct  ofthe  A- 
‘ nenoan  people  living  on  *'ie  boixlers  of  the 
‘ I idVi.i  M.uifiii.  he..  Rui  f.rfiMin  any  slop  be- 
‘•.ogpntto  tbeir  inixiails  .md  encroachments, 

‘ they  are  pouring  in  by  l.u.idrc.ls  at  a lime, 
‘'rh'is  the  Imli.ms  have  been  compelled  to 

* t;ike  up  arms  a>  defend  tlieir  homes  from  a 

s-rt  ^if  I ivvles«?  invaders,  ?-.c.  In  taking  tins  li- 

‘ beitv'  f addres-sii.g  yon,  sir,  in  behalf  of  tlie 
‘•niifor  ..u;te  Indians,  believe  me,  I have  no 
‘ wish  3 i‘  to  see  an  end  )»ut  to  a war,  vvliicli, 

‘ if  persisted  in,  I foresee  must  eventually  be 
‘tlieir  ruin;  and,  as  they  were  not  the  ag- 
‘ gressfi-s,  if,  in  the  beiglit  of  their  rage,  they 
‘ commiUed  any  excesses,  that  you  will  over- 
‘ look  them,  as  the  just  ebullitions  of  an  ind:g- 
‘ nant  spirit  against  an  inv;»<ling  foe.” 

Sir,  wlicii  tbis  letter  was  written,  Gieut. 
Scott  and  his  detucliment  had  been  destroyed, 
the  women  butchered  and  the  children’.s 
brains (larlicd  out  a'r*iinst  the  side  ofthe  boat 
These  were  what  ho  calls  thejust  ebullitions 
of  an  indignant  spirit  ! M'ho  would  pronounce 
innocent  the  man  who  made  this  declaration 
on  tlie  part  of  the  enemy  ! Did  Arbiitlinot 
supply  tile  Imlians  with  intelligence  ^ M'os  lie 
at  Hurt  St.  Marks,  idenlifled  with  the  Span 
iih  CGinniamler  !)id  m i tlie  commandant  of 
St.  .Marks  make  coniracis  with  the  Indians  to 
go  and  steal  cattle  fiaun  the  (ieorgians  ^ I^ri 
documents  answer  these  <|uestions.  Did  the 
twelve  chiefs  say,  in  their  letter  to  the  Gover- 
nor of  the  Rahamaa,  that  they  had  consulted 
tlie  commandant  at  St.  .Marks;  *nd  did  not  the 
commandant  himself,  appro'*rrg  that  letter, 
sanction  the  call  upon  tiic  Riitish  for  aid  to 
flglit  against  the  government  nl  the  United 
States  ? Under  the  circumstances  of  the  case, 
w ei*e  vvT  prepared  to  recede  fifteen  millions  of 
acres  of  country  coivjuercd  from  a foe  who 
had,  vvilluml  provocation,  aisaUed  our  frontier 
and  deluged  our  country  with  blood,  at  a mo- 
ment vvlieii  we  were  engaged  with  a powerful 
foreign  enemy  ? Surely  not.  -Mr.  J.  said  he 
defied  any  gentleman  to  prove  a single  in 
stance,  exv.ept  by  the  asscvoiations  of  the  In- 
dians tliemselves,  in  which  our  people  had 
plundered  or  murdered  any  of  llie  Indians 
without  our  Having  endeavored  todelcctaiu! 
jnmisli  them.  He  defied  l!»cm  to  prove  any 
•AC*  of  aggression  on  them,  except  tlicsc  alle- 
ge<’.  to  iiuve  been  cummiUed  in  onr  territory, 
which  we  Conqucieil,  ami  which  was  ceded  tf> 
the  r*ilted  builes  ; and  over  wliich,  iherefijre, 
tire  I'idian-.  ha^  no  •jurisd'Ction  If,  by  the 
treaty  of  Cheni,  we  bad  been  comp«‘lIcil  to  re- 
cede the  land  to  ibcn:,  there  would  have  been 
5 •me  sort  of  apoh^gy  for  their  murdering  otir 
citi/ens,  as  tPc.sspaMi  r ,,  he.  Rut,  as  it  was,  no 
s'icli  plea  could  be  set  up,  and  gentlemen 
kne  w it — ;md  tin*  Irulian«  knew  it  too. 

With  rc.-vpect  to  the  taking  of  I’ensacxila,  the 
last  point  in  order,  Mr.  J said  he  Imd  been 
gratified  to  find  ibaT,  whilst  ('ien  Jackson  was 
i ud  to  have  v iolaud  his  duty  (though  previ- 
ous or  subsequent  orders  sancfmncd  all  he  had 
d«*ne)  there  was  a free  admission,  on  all  hands 
(hat  we  owed  nothing  to  Spain,  m'tvvitl'.stand- 
ing  this  very  V iuleiit  av*^gression  and  hostility 
cominiited  on  her  territory.  \Miy  this,  .Mr  J. 
said,  was  giving  up  the  question;  that  being 
ihtf  ground  on  wliicIi  he  acte<l,  and  on  wliich; 
j'lstifica^iou  was  plead  by  the  udmlni.'^ia* 
lion  ami  by  hiiiist  T.  Was  there  110  po.ssiblc. 
case  Mr.  J asked,  iu  which  a general  ought  tO| 


act  f^r  himself?  If  he  had  returned  home  with- 
out having  visited  Rensacola,  after  vvh.at  hud 
p'assed,  he  would  have  made  a cowardly  re* 
treat;  which  i.s  not  his  habit — for  victory  ne- 
ver failed  to  follow  his  arms.  M’hat  hail  been 
tile  conduct  of  the  (iovernor  of  Pemsacola  ?— 
He  had  refuHcd  a pas.sage  up  the  E.scuinbia  of 
lire  vessel.s  cariwing  provisions  for  the  .support 
of  our  li*oop8  on  the  territory  ofS])uin,  where 
lliey  were  found,  because  Spain  either  had  not 
the  power  or  liad  not  the  w ill  to  maintain  for 
her  territory  the  character  of  neiitrality*-aml 
where  tlu  V were,  futhcr,  under  the  positive 
oixlcrs  to  go.  AV'as  this  all,  said  .Mr.  J.  that 
the  Governor  of  IVnsacola  did?  No:  he 
threatens  to  drive  our  forces  at  tlie  point  ofthe 
bayonet,  fmm— -where  ? M here  tlie  pursuit 
of  the  Seminole  Indians,  and  lire  orders  ofthe 
Kxecutive,  liad  carried  them.  Of  the  orders 
to  go  there,  we  were  apprized  at  the  Iasi  .ses- 
sion, and  no  exception  was  taken  to  them. 
Wliat  was  lire  basis  ofthe  pennissioii  to  our 
commander  to  enter  t)ic  Spanish  territory  ? 
Had  he  not  demanded  the  murderers  ? M as 
an  ide*id  line  of  the  31st  degree  of  lati- 
tude to  arrest  our  progress  in  pursuit  of  them? 
(icji,  Jackson  was  in  the  performance  of  Iiis 
duty  when  the  challenge  was, given  to  him  by 
the  commandant  of  Rensacola,  and  the  enemy 
in  free  and  constant  iiigres.s  and  egress  to  and 
from  the  fort,  as  the  documents  establish. 
Some  had  called  llanibly  a miscreant ; but  .Mr 
J.  said,  tlic  testimony  contained  in  the  papers 
before  the  House  was  favorable  to  him.  It  ap- 
peared tliat  he  had  been  for  two  years  en- 
deavoring to  bring  tire  Indians  into  friend- 
ship with  tlie  I'micd  States,  as  they  them- 
selves said  ; hut  they  prefere(!  to  “ stick  close 
to  their  old  friends,  tire  Rrltisli.”  The  Indians 
had  undoubtedly  free  intercourse  with  Pensa 
cola.  How  often,  said  Mr.  J.  has  it  been  pro- 
claimed, on  this  fioor  that  Spain  has  forfeited 
her  neutral  character  and  prostrated,  her  so- 
veieigiily  ! I’lio  principle  (;f  self-defence,  as 
a rule  of  conduct  for  nations,  came  from  the 
tomb — it  sprung  from  thcasliesoftho.se  w ho 
had  written  on  public  law  centuries  ago.  The 
savages  being  constantly  nursed  and  supplied 
at  Pensacola,  (luring  their  hostility  with  us,  it 
would,  alterthe  threat  oftlie  commandant, have 
been  a disgrace  for  General  Jackson  to  have 
waited  for  (jrders  fi*om  his  government.  He 
did  not  wait : it  was  true,  as  my  colleague  says, 
he  came,  he  $aw,  he  conquered.  I thank  my 
Ci(Kl  he  did,  and  that  the  Executive  has  not 
censured  him  for  so  doing.  The  nation  will 
not,  and  I hope  this  committee  will  not,  con- 
demn him  for  it.  If  we  go  to  vvar,  we  must 
exercise  the  rights  of  belligerents,  an<l  the 
powers  of  sovereigntv.  if  we  are  never  logo 
war,  but  sutler  inroatls  to  be  made  on  our  bor- 
ders; if  we  are  to  invite  the  (»oths  and  Van- 
dals to  come  and  take  our  country  by  tlie 
weakness  and  imbecility  with  which  our  go- 
veinmeni  is  administered,  then,  sir,  and  then 
only,  let  u.s  pronounce  censure  on  Gen.  Jack- 
son  and  on  lire  Gxeculive. 

What,  Mr.  J.  asked,  would  be  the  consc- 
(jU'Dici*  of  Mu  uxlinis-siun,  by  tins  house,  of  the 
truth  ofthe  imptitations  wliich  had  been  cast 
on  Gen.  Jackson  ? 'I'licre  will  be  an  ooliga- 
lion  incurred  to  Spain,  to  indemnifv  her  for 
injury  'iustained.  on  our  refusal  to  do  which, she 
a .Mild  he  autliorised,  if  able,  to  takccoinpen 
saliori  from  us.  'Die  post  Is  c-urrendered,  it  is 
tnie,  by  the  rxecuii'  c,  hut  it  is  with  the  con 
dition  of  a force  bi-ing  put  there  adequate 
to  maintain  the  author.  . i>f  Spain.  If  (ien 
Jackson  be  pronounced  an  aggressor,  said  Mr 
J you  must  agree  to  punish  him,  and  iiulcmni 
fy  Spain.  And  vvlu't  punisliment  will  you  inflict, 
to  gratify  the  nice  feelings  of  Old  b)):fin  ? Are 
you  i'r(»parcd,  when  you  find  the  Spanish  au 
thorliies  identified  with  your  savage  enemVj 
.and  your  general  is  ordered  by  those  authori 
tics  to  march  from  wlicrc  tlie  orders  of  his  go 
vernment  had  placed  him — will  you,  uiulcr 
such  cii*cumstances,  bring  censure  and  sorrow 
for  lii.s  punishing  this  contempt*  o.i  the  grey 
haira  of  him,  whose  hand  never  fauliered  in 
the  discharge  of  duty  to  his  country.  You  knew 
Ills  character,  sir,  when  you  sent  liim  there, 
.uid  knew  he  would  finish  what  he  begun.  Sup 
pose  he  had  disliaiided  his  men  at  St.  Murks, 
and  a hamlful  of  Spaniards  had  put  him  to 
ftrglit — what  then  should  we  have  heard,  in  a 
voice  of  thunder  revx'rberating  from  all  sides 
of  this  house  ? bir,  such  denuiiciHtion  would 
have  ensued  from  every  part  of  the  nation, 
liiut  Jackson  must  liave  sunk  under  it.  But 
victory  Ire  has  ocliievcd : lie  has  put  a speedy 
end  to  an  unprovoked  war.  Did  I say  he  pul 
an  end  to  ii  ? Y’es,  as  far  as  any  human  could. 
Rut  .at  tills  moment  I have  received  informa- 
tion from  a friend  at  St.  Marks,  tliat  tire 
moment  the  Indians  understood  that  i lorida 
was  to  return  to  tire  possession  of  Spa'  , thi  y 
ceased  to  come  in  uiul  were  rallying  tireir 
forces  again,  King  Haijo  at  their  head. 

I aril  not  willing,  said  Mr.  J.  to  give  up  the 
land  ceded  to  us  by  the  treaty  of  Fort  Jack- 
son,  bt*e:uise  it  secures  lire  scttlenient  of  our 
frontier.  And  if  ycju  oflVr  me  tl.c  aUcriiative 
of  war,  I will  take  it  in  pixiference.  I feel, 
sir,  us  little  wuilike,  as  any  individual  on 
earth  ; I feel  as  if  1 never  again  vvisiied  to 
hear  the  driiin  or  tiximpet’s  sound  ; 1 wUh 
th;il  the  halcyon  day^  < t peace,  cimld  lust,  un- 
til tlie  conHUiiiinution  of  ad  things — bui,  when 
lire  bayonet  is  ut  our  bfcast,  kml  w e are  call- 
ed on  lo  arrest  tire  mvuj;es  of  a savage  foC] 
I wiil  take  up  the  hatchet  and  wielu  it  against 
them  I will  meet  the  foe,  and  1*  t*  no  false 
feeling  of  mercy  in  my  bosom  extlnguisii  the 
oblig:;tions  ol’ <lnty  to  «r.y  couiitrv.  'Fins  is 
lire  situation  of  (ien.  JacKsou,  and  wont  p-vin- 
ishment  w ill  you  intiicl  on  him  ? Do  you  think 
you  will  ever  stand  in  need  of  the  arm  of  sucli 
H man  again  !— a man,  sir,  little  understood— 
viohuit,  pt-rii9j)s,  in  his  emiiities,  and  equal 
ly  ardent  in  his  friendships— but  who,  as  an 
ofTicer,  is  ve.stcd  w ith  all  the  e»ergics  of  a 
Osar,  or  a Napoleon,  making  allowance  for 
tire  difTcrence  of  hi.-i  materials— w'ho  meets 
with  equal  courage  and  conduct,  the  Indians, 
or  the  Invincibles  of  Wellinglon.  1‘hough  he 
is  Ihoughl  a desperate  character,  said  .Mr.  J. 
look  at  ihe  deliberation  vvitli  w hich  lie  has  act- 
ed, and  see  w ficther  he  lias  not,  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  mililary  duties,  maintained  his 
character  as  a great  nian  :iiul  as  an  oflicer  ? 

With  regard  to  the  case  of  (.lo|)ciiliagcn,  if 
the  fact  had  been  true,  hislead  of  being  sup- 
posed, tlwt  the  question  had  beren  presented, 
Shall  France  or  England  have  the  Danish  na- 
vy ? would  infamy  have  altaclied  as  it  has  done* 
to  that  transaction  ? Certainly  not.  In  the 
case  of  St.  M;irks,  Mr.  J.  said,  that  post  was 
viriiiaily  in  the  posses.rion  of  the  enemy.  In 
regard  to  Fensacola,  every  evidence  h:ul  been 
given  of  hostility  to  us,  ami  co-operation  vi  itli 
our  enemy.  'I  here  w:w  in  botli  cases  sufficient 
jiisiiHcation. 

An  totheca.se  ofthe  Kentuckian,  referred 
to  by  Ills  colleague,  as  having  been  gen<iral!y 
execrated  for  killing  an  Imlian  in  cold  blood, 
['  Iiad  no  reference  w hatever  to  the  present 
question.  It  V ofc  the  of  an  unauthoHzed 


Individual  killing  a captive.  The  act  pnjved 
him  a cow  ard  ; and  it  would  be  a mousii  uis 
doctrine  that  would  make  every  individual  an 
arbiter  on  Uie  subject  of  retaliation.  If  the 
commanding  officer  had  done  the  s.ame  ..ot 
which  was  uoiie  by  the  individual,  althongn  a 
proper  policy  might  not  have  been  pursued, 
public  execration  would  not  have  followed  the 
act. 

.Mr.  J*  here  concluded  his  observations,  by 
returning  his  thanks  to  tlie  commiMoe  for  the 
attention  w hich  had  been  paid  to  his  remarks, 
and  expre.ssing  his  regi*et  at  having  been  0- 
bliged  lo  trespass  on  tlieir  time  so  loug.

M'ASHINyTOV,  ter.  6. 

riie  Supreme  Court  of  tl>e  United 
States  met  on  Monday  last,  and  on'l'ucs- 
day  the  2d  inst.  the  business  of  the  term 
commenced.  The  opinion  ofthe  court 
was  prtjnouncecl  in  the  case  of  Dcrt- 
moutn  against  ITooefTyari/,  which 

was  argued  at  ih.e  last  term.  The  judg- 
ment ol'  tne  state  court  in  this  cause,  (in- 
volving the  construction  of  that  article  of 
the  constitution  which  prohibits  the  stale 
legislatures  from  making  any  law  im- 
pairing the  obligation  of  contracts,)  was  . 
reversed. 

WEDNESDAY,  FEB.  S, 

The  opinion  of  the  court  was  deliver- 
ed in  the  case  of  the  Dafitiat  ylfti^ociat  'ton 
against  Hart's  Rxccutorss^  for  the  defend- 
ants. This  cause  was  also  argued  at  the 
last  term. 

Several  causes  were  argued.  Mr. 
Winder  commenced  his  argument  for 
the  captors  in  the  case  of  the  Divini  Pas- 
turuy  a ship  and  cargo  captured  by  a 
cruizer  sailing  under  the  Hupnes  Ayre- 
an  flag,  but  alleged  to  have  been  fitted 
out  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States.

The  public  aUention  has  been  so  ex- 
clusively tlevoted  to  the  question  of  the 
Seminole  war,  that  another,  of  scarcely 
less  interest,  has  been  almost  overlooked. 
I mean  the  condition  of  the  United 
States’  Hank.  Whatever  attractions  may 
be  given  to  the  first  of  those  subjects  by 
the  renown  of  the  illustrious  individual 
so  nearly  concerned  in  it,  I confess  I can- 
not be  iiKliftercnt  to  the  fate  of  an  insti- 
tution intimately  incorpor.Ued  with  every 
interest  of  my  country.  I claim  no  oth- 
er credit  to  my  opinions  than  that  cl 
having  formed  them  without  having  the 
least  individual  concern  in  the  affairs  of 
the  bank. 

I fear  that  this  great  monied  institu- 
tion, which  was  ever  looked  upon  with 
a Jealous  eye  by  a great  portion  of  res- 
pectable politicians,  will  have  strong 
prejudices  to  encounter  in  every  stage 
of  its  existence.  And,  however  I might 
have  thought  of  the  propriety  of  char- 
tering it,  while  that  question  was  matter 
of  discussion,  I can  hut  deprecate  the  con- 
sequences of  bringing  iisconstitutionality 
and  legitimacy  again  before  any  tribunal, 
after  the  sacrifice  of  so  much  labor  and 
money  in  putting  it  in  operation,  under 
the  pledge  and  protection  of  the  nation- 
al faith.  And  whatever  mischiefs  may 
arise  from  the  large  share  which  for- 
•eigners  have  in  the  stock,  much  more 
fatal  consequences  would  inevitably  en- 
sue from  exhibiting  vo  the  eyes  of  the 
Commercial  World  the  unprecedented 
spectacle  of  a nation  creating  this  gigan- 
tic scheme  for  the  restoration  of  public 
credit,  and  immediately  its  object  had 
been  very  imperfectly  accomplished, 
destroying  the  very  engine  of  their  salu- 
tary operations,  and  exposing  to  ruhi 
those  who  had  risked  their  fortunes  in 
the'great  and  hazardous  enterprize. 

It  is  not  for  me  to  vindicate  the  char- 
acter of  those  more  immediately  ron- 
ceiTcd  in  the  government  of  the  bank. 
Standing  as  men  of  eharacter,  before 
the  world,  in  a station  of  the  highest! 
■ confidence,  it  becomes  them  to  resenei 
llicir  nanus  from  the  imputations  which 
have  hcwi  thrown  upon  them.  lint,  ta- 
king it  for  granted,  fur  the  sake  of  ar- 
gument, that  they  arc  every  way  as  rep- 
rehensible as  the  committee  represents 
them  to  l)c,  I cannot  perceive  the  neces- 
sity or  the  justice  of  sacrificing  the  com-! 
mtreial  credit  of  the  country — ofplung-j 
iiig  ns  once  more  into  all  the  horrors  of 
a depreciated  and  worthless  paper  cur- 
rency— or  of  ruining  the  innocent  stock- 
holders of  the  bank,  because  two  or 
three  directors,  and  they  the  agents  of 
government,  lijve  been  guilty  of  fraudu- 
lent pi'actici  s.  If  a corporation  were  toj 
be  dissolved  whenever  one  of  the  mem- 
bers misbehave,  we  should  soon  have 
iione  to  destroy  : bur  towns  would  be 
depopulated  for  want  of  a police,  and 
even  the  vault  of  the  constitution  would 
tumble  about  our  cars,  because  some 
stone  in  iis  arch  bad  yielded  to  corrup- 
tion. So  far  from  thinking  the  govern- 
ment should  pursue  with  an  implacable 
spirit,  the  errors  or  the  vices  of  the  gov- 
ernors of  the  bank,  and  rlissolve  it  for 
either,  without  a strong  necessity,  I think; 
that  such  errors  and  vices  are  ruarly  iiu' 
evi'abie  in  every  banking  institution;] 
ano,  since  we  camrat  have  banks  without] 
them,  we  virtually  bind  ourselves,  in' 
their  very  creation,  not  to  destroy  them| 
for  vices  inherent  in  their  very  nature,! 
but  can  only  g iarantee  the  besf  means' 
vvldch  the  government  can  afford  for 
the  prevention  and  correction  of  the 
abuses.  I 

• The  utility  of  .a  bank  has  been  so  con-j 
spicuoiisly  nuuifested  in  the  prescntcase, 
that  we  sliould  not  lightly  or  capricious- 
ly abandon  an  institution  vhicli,with  all 
its  faulis,  lias  been  a public  benefactor; 
and,  really,  as  an  institution,  whatever; 
may  be  said  of  some  of  its  directors,  has] 
some  claims  to  the  character  of  martyr- 
dom. It  is  the  first  time  that  a great j 
moni'-d  institution  has  been  rcproached| 
with  lenity,  and  a sjurit  too  accommodat-j 
ing.  ’nic  committee  think  it  did  noti 
T’lsh  its  exactions  on  the  state  banks  far 
enough.  It  might,  doubtless,  have  ruin-} 
ed  many  of  the  stette  banks-  and  many  of 
tlieir  debtors ; but,  in  mercy  to  perplex- 
ed and  embarrassed  people,  it  mitigated 
the  mischief  it  might  have  done,  though 
to  its  own  loss.  It  not  only  spared  the 
state  banks  from  the  ruin  it  could  indict 
clirert'y,  ut  it  kindly  interposed  to  save 
them  from  each  other.  It  relieved  ttie 
mischief  wiiicli  each  of  them  might  have 
]/ro(luced,  by  becoming  the  common 
supiKi  t of  tliem  all.  But  this  was  not 
its  first  benefit : it  begaq  its  operations 
at  a time  wlieri  the  country  was  actual- 
ly drained  of  its  specie,  and  when  bank 
paper  of  every  deiiomination,  by-  enor- 
mous discounts,  and  an  unequal  and  op- 
pressive exchange,  had  ceased  to  dis- 
charge the  fu.U-tionsof  a circulating  me- 
dium. At  Ih^-  enormous  expence  of 
.8525,297  28,  it  restored  tlie  banished 
si57''''no  the  co’.untn' ; for  a long  time  it 
reduced  the  exciiang.c  to  par,  and,  even 
since  a painful  necessity,  and  very_advcrsc 
circumstances, .have  compelled  it  to  cease 
to  pay  the  noua  of  one  branch  at  anoth- 
er, it'has  dimiuV-.’ieJ  very  much  the  i.i- 
cqualilics  oi  exchange,  which  must  have 
continued,  and  even  increased,  but  for 
its  sal’itai*y  operations.  1 hat  the  mother 
bank  could  not  assume  upon  itself  the 
payment  of  flie  notes  of  all  its  branches, 

I distinctly  foresaw  when  the  charter 
v/as  under  discussion;  for,  I’hiladclpliia 
being  ll'.c  centre  of  at)  active  trade,  ex- 
tending in  some  directions  between  500 
and  1000  miks  it  was  absurd  to  expect 
it  could  keep  in  its  vau.ts  not  only  spe- 
cie enough  to  meet  the  oruinary  de- 
niands  upon  it)  but  also  to  pay  ofl,  per- 
liaps  in  a wetk,  th-s  whole  -dmoinit  of 
notes  which  lad  accumulated,  by  the 
course  of  trade,  i.i  6 or  8 nionihs,  over 
so  great  a surf,sce^  and  such  prodigious. 


tion  in  the  neighborhood  of  a branch 
bank,  because  the  notes  of  a branch  were, 
in  that  neighborliood,  equal  to  specie. 
But  when  the  merchants  from  Knoxville, 
Nashville,  Pittsburgh,  Lvxington,  See. 
.and  every  village  within  that  and  even  a 
much  wider  circuit,  presented  all  the 
branch  bank  notes' which  they  could  col- 
lect in  a year,  at  the  mother  bank  in 
one  week,  the  drain  becomes  enormous; 
and  when  this  is  done  not  once  only,  but 
every  year,  to  sujyjily  it  is  impossible. 

.Still  as  every  one  who  received  branch 
bank  notes  did  not  wish  to  draw  specie, 
and  as  those  notes  were  in  high  credit, 
because  the  bl  anches  were  compelled  by 
their  charter  to  redeem  them  with  spe- 
cie, they  contributed  to  diminish  the  ex- 
cessive irregularity  of  exchange. 

The  bank,  thin,  has  unquestiona’.ily 
given  g'eat  facilities  to  the  cominerciul 
operations  of  the  country.  Its  advanta- 
ges to  tlie  government  have  been  equally 
conspicuous.  The  benefit  of  merely 
ti  a'nsferring  the  revenue  of  the  govern- 
ment is  no  inconsiderable  one.  Then  it 
enables  the  government  to  collect  its 
revenue  with  certainty  in  all  places,  in  a 
medium  Iraving  nearly  the  same  value 
throughout  the  country,  and  to  the  gov- 
erninunt  entirely  the  same,  instead  of 
the  state  bank  paper  wbicb,  but  for  the 
United  States’  hank,  could  only  have 
ciiculated  in  their  immediate  vicinilies. 
But  it  has  done  yet  more  for  the  govern- 
ment, in  taking  upon  itself  the  whole 
expciice  and  risk  of  supplying  the  coun- 
try with  specie.  But  for  it,  the  slate 
banks,  which  Lad  virtually  absolved 
themsclvis  from  the  obligation  to  re- 
deem their  notes  with  specie,  and  which 
ri  PAng  on  their  immunity  from  that  ne- 
cessity, were  still  issuing  their  notes, 
would  have  gone  on  to  flood  tlie  counliy 
with  a depreciated  currency,  which 
uouUl  Lave  effectually  put  an  end  to 
commercial  intercourse, and  have  renew- 
ed,-with  exasperated  symptoms,  all  the 
miseries  that  followed  the  rcvolu'.iunary 
wars  in  this  country  ar.d  in  Prance. — 
Eveii  now,  the  United  StaUs’'b.mk,  by 
the  conti'oiiing  ascendancy  which  it  has, 
is  the  only  possible  means  for  restrain- 
ing the  emission  of  paper  from  the  state 
banks,  or  of  enabling  one  of  ilvct'n  to  re- 
deem tiieir  notes  with  specie  ; for,  by 
its  chatter,  it  is  bound  to  redeem  itsown 
with  specie ; and,  so  lon.g  a.s  the  state 
banks  can  procure  its  notes,  they  have 
the  po'iver  .of  commanding  specie,  which 
they  arc  utterly  unable  to  procure  to 
any  amount  from  abroad. 

Anotber  suboitliiiate  benefit  which  it 
confers  on  the  government  is,  in  saving 
it  S60,000  per  annum,  in  the  vario'is 
loan  offices  which  would  else  he  estab- 
lished in  the  States,  besides  taking  off 
from  governmeut  the  risk  from  irres- 
ponsible agents,  and  uncontrollable  ac- 
cidents. 

But,  I consider  tlie  advantages  to  \he 
government  and  even  to  the  commercial 
op^r  uioi.sof  the  country,  as  forming  the 
least  claim  which  tiie  bank  has  upon  the 
government  for  its  support.  Wiiatcvcr 
may  be  the  tendency  of  its  operations  in 
tliese  respects,  it  is  a great  monied  in 
stitution  with  a capital  of  835,000,000, 
organized  at  a period  of  national  distress, 
adopted  after  an  experience  of  20  years 
d.  rived  from  the  old  bank,  put  forth  un- 
der tlie  solemn  pledge  of  the  national 
faith.  The  whole  community,  some 
from  motives  of  patriotism,  some  from 
the  love  of  gai.i,  some  from  fiscal 
benefits,  some  from  viiws  of  commer- 
cial advantage,  have  become  interested 
in  the  existence  and  support  of  the  in- 
stitution. Is  it  right  that  all  these  should 
suffer,  from  the  errers  or  the  ciimcs  .c,l 
two  or  three  directors,  in  whom  the 
stockholders  never  confided,  to  whom 
they  never  willingly  trusted  the  managa- 
incnt  of  their  aSairs  ? .\gainst  the  ra- 
pacity of  speculating  brokers,  ',vho  de- 
serve no  mercy,  I w'ill  put  tlie  yet  long- 
er list  of  honest  country  people,  who 
have. been  the  iiiiiocent  and  too  credu- 
lous d'lpes  of  the  fraud  and  knavery  of 
others.  I will  put  the  widows  and  the 
orpUaus,  wlio,  incompeteut  to  manage 
their  little  estates,  had  sou.gl'.t  a refuge 
from  the  fraud  and  oppression  of  their 
agents,  in  this  great  national  concern. 
Shall  wo,  to  punish  the  delinquency  of  a 
few  public  agents,  expose  these  to  indi- 
gence and  desp.air,  by  converting  the 
Liitli,  on  which  they  rciicd  for  security, 
into  the  instrument  of  delusion  and  mise- 
ry i"  This  is  the  predicament  in  which 
we  arc  placed.  Our  rulci-s,  stimulated 
hy  an  hoiioral)'*c  resentment  against  the 
iniquities  which  they  at  least  think  they 
have  detected,  pursue  the  defaulters  with 
feelings  which  make  them  forget  the  in- 
jury they  inflict  on  tiiousands  of  innocent, 
credulous,  unoffending  people.  Enrag- 
ed a.gainst  vice,  they  will  be  but  too  apt 
to  punish  it,  though  the  punishinciit 
should  fall  equally  on  all.  l.ct  them  not 
think  that  they  can  correct  the  public 
mischief  by  an  act  of  violence  or  injus- 
tice. The  rage  for  speculation  is  the 
vice  of  the  times,  and,  though  they  may 
annihilate  the  bank,  the  sin  will  revive. 
While  we  are  chasing  a pariicul.tr  mode 
of  the  grievance,  it  assumes  ancilier 
shape,  and  breaks  out  in  a more  extend-j 
ed  calamity.  So  long  as  we  have  humaiij 
passions,  it  is  idle  to  seek  to  extinguish  j 
vices  which  have  spread  their  contagion! 
so  widely.  Any  attempt  to  do  s'’,  will! 
be  about  as  elfica-cious  as  that  of  the  Iii-j 
dian  who  sought  to  dry  up  the  river  by 
kindling  a fire  upon  its  surface.  The] 
conflagration  may  continue  until  the  for-' 
est  has  been  consumed,  b-ut,  so  long  as, 
rams  and  dews  supply  the  sources  of  its, 
fountain,  the  river  will  flow.  So,  in  the' 
present  case,  w»  may  waste  our  time  and 
public  spirit  in  pursuing  one  mi.scliicf, 
l)ut  no  s.ior.er  have  wc  destroyed  that 
mode  of  it,  than  it  starts  up  i.i  sqiiieiiew 
shape  more  terrible  than  before.

TO  THE  PATRONS  OF  THii  GAZKTTB. 

The  new  proprietors  of  this  paper,  in  enter- 
ing on  the  performance  of  those  duties,  which 
t)iey  have  incurred  towards  its  jtatrons  and 
tlie  public,  would  be  wanting  not  only  in  the 
etiquette  which  is  customary  on  such  occa- 
sions, but  in  a real  and  not  unimportant  duty, 
if  they  fail  to  make  a declaration  of  their  prin- 
ciples and  intentions,  and  to  give  the  pledge 
of  a public  promise,  that  they  will  faithfully 
pursue  them. 

The  publication  of  a newspaper  is  le^alhj  a 
private  occupation;  it  is  the  performance  of  a 
private  contract  between  the  printer  and  his 
subscribers  ; but  the  latter  party  is  common- 
ly so  numerous,  and  the  people  in  a free  coun- 
try are  so  much  interested  in  all  the  labors  of 
the  press,  that  the  conductor  of  a public  print 
may  properly  regard  himself  as  acting  a two- 
fold character  : on  the  one  han.l,  as  responsi- 
ble to  his  p.atrons  on  the  terms  of  his  contraei ; 
on  the  other  responsible  to  his  country  upon 
the  principles  of  liberty,  patriotism,  and  vir- 
tue. 

In  either  of  these  characters,  it  might  suf- 
fice on  the  present  occasion  to  give  a sweep, 
ing  assurance,  that  the  present  editors  will  use 
their  best  endeavors  to  fulfil  the  terms,  and 
pursue  the  principles,  which  have  been  held 
obligatory  and  sacred  by  their  predecessors. 
They  will  continue  the  publication  on  the 
same  plan  and  conditions,  in  every  mechani- 
cal and  pecuniary  respect : and  in  the  edito- 
rial department,  it  is  their  wish,  and  will  be 
their  endeavor,  to  pursue  and  |>ropagate  tliose 
principles  of  liberty,  virtue  and  decorum, 
which  have  ever  characterised  this  paper, 
both  in  theory  and  practice,  since  the  earliest 
period  of  its  existence.  They  are  duly  sensi- 
ble of  the  incitement  to  this  course — to  a pre- 
servation of  tlie  respectability  and  republican 
character  of  the  “ Oazette”-^which  exists  in 
the  fact  of  itsveaerable  AXTiauirr.  It  has  be- 
come a pxTBiAKCH  among  the  prints  of  the 
■west,  having  been  the  fnt-bom  of  the  press  on 
tills  side  of  the  mountiuns.  Tbroiigh  the  long 
period  ofits  pilgrimage,  it  has  undergtjne  ma. 
ny  chanppjs  in  externals  : but  in  its  title,  its 
principles,  and  >t»  political  character,  it  has 
proudly  maintained,  and  still  shall  maintain  its 
identity. 

Weight  of  services  and  length  of  years  have 
a claim  to  respect  and  veneration  ; but  this  is 
not  tlie  basis  of  our  system  in  politics  ; it  is  not 
on  this  ground  that  w e are  resolved  to  perse- 
vere in  the  course,  which  this  paper  has  so 
long  pursued  ; but  from  a conviction  that  its 
course  has  been  guided  by  the  genuine  princi-. 
plea  of  liberty,  patriotism  and  truth  ; for,  in 
politics  we  hold,  that  nothing  can  have  claims 
more  sacred  a:ul  binding  than  these. 

The  time  is  not  long  past,  when  a designa- 
tion of  the  party,  to  which  a new  editor  would 
attach  himself,  was  an  iiidispen.sable  reciolsite, 
and  commonly  3 sufficient  exposition  of  his  po- 
litical creed;  and  even  at  the  present  dav, 
though  an  organised  and  system.atic  opposition 
to  the  repithlicnn  cause  has  ceased  to  exist,  ycl 
it  may  he  probably  sdll  expected,  that  the  in- 
troductory address  of  an  editor  should  contain 
something  on  this  subject.  As  far  then  as 
partyis-.Ti  may  sli’l  prevail,  on  the  old  grounds 
of  division,  wc  pledge  ourselves  that  the  “ Oa- 
zettk”  shall  still  be,  as  it  ever  has  been,  found 
on  the  republican  side.  We  are  in  theory, 
and  shall  endeavor  to  be  in  practice,  thorough- 
going Democratic  li-'pttOUcans.  tVe  shall  oc- 
cupy no  half  way  ground  ; we  recognise  not 
the  doctrine  of  “ amalgam.ation.”  We  are  sin- 
cere professors  of  the  principles  of  seventy-six, 
and  of  the  state  and  federal  constitutions — 
practical  disciples  of  Washington,  Franklin  and 
Jefferson. 

The  politician  who  would  regard  the  present 
calm  in  party  politics,  as  proceeding  from  an 
oblivion  or  abandonment  of  those  principles, 
which  produced  our  late  inllammatory  discord, 
would  be  entitled  to  very  little  respect  for  Iiis 
■wisdom  and  penetration,  or  for  the  integrity  of 
Ills  conduct.  The  ojiposilion  to  democratic 
republicanism  has  ceased,  only  because  it  was 
found  to  be  fruitless.  The  leaders  of  the  op- 
position still  retain  their  principles;  even  in 
the  present  scs.vion  of  Congre.5S,  one  of  the  or- 
acles of  that  party  proudly  avowed  his  adlicr- 
ence  to  the  principles  of  the  Alien  and  Sedi- 
tion Raws ; and  in  the  state  governmen‘s, 
where  the  federalists  still  have  t!ie  ascendancy, 
w e find  them  still  pursuing  their  old  prac'dees. 
Hilt  still  stronger  proofs  than  these  might  be  i 
adduced  to  shew  the  corwctiicss  of  our  opin.l 
ions  on  this  subject.  V.’e  would  appeal  to  all 
history — to  the  annals  of  every  age  and  co;in- 
Iry;  to  the  secret  consciousness  of  every  hu- 
man heart ; for  evidence  of  the  assertion,  that 
there  once  were,  and  must  be  parties  in  a1| 
states,  at  hast  lii  every  fret  state,  diftiring 
from  each  other  on  the  same  grounds  on  w hiclij 
■we  have  heretofore  divided  in  the  United  j 
States.  It  is  not  in  hunruin  nature  to  resist  that 
bias  to  at  istocrac)’,  which  is  produced  by 
■wtalth.and  power,  and  ambition — by  the  splcn" 
dor  of  great  acquirements,  the  pride,  of  birth, 
and  the  support  of  powerful  connexions.  The 
people,  tl’.crefore,  at  large,  who  constitute  Oie 
hack-hone  of  all  republics,  are  the  proper  sen- 
tinels to  guard  against  the  encroachments  of 
this  propen.sity  to  aristocracy,  and  they  there 
by  keep  alive  every  spring  of  government.  Itj 
is  as  natiir.al  and  inevitable,  that  there  slutuluj 
be  a iler.’ocratic  and  an  aristocratic  party  in  aj 
republic,  as  that  men  should  diiTer  in  the.ro- 
pin'ions  on  any  subject. 

But  because  the  leaver,  of  aristocracy  will 
ever  be  fermenting  in  the  bosom  of  society,  i' 
does  not  follow  that  the  same  ardor  and  activi- 
ty, the  same  hii^ht-vrrantry  ofexerlwii,  should 
at  all  times  be  displayed  by  the  friends  of  lib. 
erty.  When  the  cause  of  ;o’istocracy  languish- 
es, the  nEMon.vT^may  allo'.v  himself  a little  re- 
laxation— but  notm  hit  vigihatcc.  If  wc  would 
preserve  our  libcrtic.s,  w c must  o la  u a them. 


We  must  w.atch  and  defeat  t’le  progress  to 
TxnAX.xr,  however  slow,  silt  nt,  and  secret; 
as  well  as  the  most  open,  bold,  and  forcible 
csi'nPATrii.Ns.  In  w!i.iti:'.er  plausible  garb  ofj 
ju-rticc,  liberty,  or  jiatriotism,  a mvi.vriov 
from  the  letter,  or  from  the  spirit,  of  our  con- 
stitutions m.'iy  be  clothed — whether  it  be  in 
the  plausible  shape  of  an  act  to  relieve  the 
state  from  a supposed  bank  domination;  but[ 
combining  in  itself  the  legislative,  judlcl.'d  and  : 
executive  powers  of  l'.;c  state  government,  in 
hostile  array  against  the  slphejiacv  op  ’riiE  c- 
xiox,  or  in  the  more  imposing  shape  of  vic- 
fOrv  and  retributive  ju.stici;,  in -a  contest  with 
the  enemies  of  onr  cOuutvy  ; it  behoves  the 
friends  of  freedom  to  scrutinize  with  rigo’.xnis 
impartiality,  an-,1  to  defend  tiieir  rights  and 
their  constitutions  from  every  infringement 
whatever.  The  most  subtle  and  d.uigcrous 
aristocrats  will  often  conceal  themselves  and 
their  measures  in  a popular  dress.  Their 
principles  and  feelings  would  lead  them  to  an 
open  and  direct  assumption  of  power,  but  dis- 
cretion tells  them,  that  in  a popular  govern- 
ment, they  must  be  content  to  adVancc.if  they 
advance  at  all,  slowly — and  then  by  the  arts  of 
chicanerv  and  deception. 

There  is  no  subject  at  the  present  day, 
which  excites  so  much  .attention  tlirough  the 
United  States,  as  that  of  b.anking.  The  es- 
tablishment of  a n.ational  bank  \v.as  for.mcrl.v, 
and  very  justly  made  .a  party  question  : for  its 
constitullouality  w;isthen  more  doubtful  tliau 
at  present ; the  power  of  Congress  to  estab- 
lish it  depending  on  its  being  neceeoavj  ami 
proper  to  the  successful  exercise  of  other  pow- 
ers expressly  granted  ; .and  its  being  constitu- 
tional, having  lately  become  more  evident  than 
it  was  in  the  early  experience  of  the  govern- 
ment ; and  because  the  estalnlsluiicnl  of  a 
great  monied  corporation  may  well  be  regard- 
ed as  inconsistent  with  the  spirit,  ,'  nd  danger- 
ous to  tile  purity,  of  our  rcpubliean  institu- 
tions. The  latter  objection  is  applicable  to 
banks  of  every  descri|illon  ; and  experience,  if 
we  are  mot  niis'aken,  h.!S  now  convinced  the 
people  of  its  correctness.  1 l.at  excers  of 
banking,  at  lea,‘.t,  wliidi  lias  latterly  pi  c\:iilcd, 
lias  made  tbcni  feel  that  the  evils  of  this  policy 
are  neither  few  nor  trivial.  A distinguished 
patriot  and  politician  of  \ irginia,  li.is  advan- 
ced the  doetrinc,  that  the  banking  arlstocr.  - 
f ics  and  paper  system  of  t he  pn  sent  day,  both 
in  Europe  and  ,\m'‘rica,  occupy  the  same  place 
in  clv.l  and  polilii  al  society,  w hicii  was  for- 
merly occupied  by  the  /lorolis  and  fetnlal  tir>~ 
(C..U  ill  England.  \\  Ithout  presutnimg  to  say, 
that  this  extent  of  reprclienilon  is  j ist,  it  may 
be  s.»iely  affirmed,  that  the  .aristocratic;;!  ten- 
dencies of  banking,  and  the  evils  which  flow 
from  its  excess,  merit  the  most  s'.rious  con 
sideration,  and  the  utmost  vigilance  and  firm- 
ness of  our  citizens  and  statesmen.  I.ike  ne- 
gro  tlavery,  though  it  even  proved  to  be  e.sscn- 
liaily  wrong,  yet  it  is  now  so  firmly  estaiill.-b- 
ed  and  fixed  upon  us,  tluAiiohope  remains  of 
its  discontinuanee.  It  is  then  tlie  duty  of  all 
those  concerned  in  politics  to  use  their  best 
endeavors  to  guard  against  tlie  evils,  and  pro- 
mote the  benefits, wliich  it  is  rajiable  of  vii  !d- 
Ing.  Allowing  then  that  tanking  is  a neces- 
sary evil  existing  among  us  at  this  time,  wc 
feei  no  hesitation  in  giving  the  decided  pref- 
erence to  a natiomd  institution  of  that  kind, 
with  brandies  cxtende  l into  the  several 
states: — We  think  suph  establishments  calcu- 
lated to  eqiiali'ze  the  currency;  and  which  is 
still  more  important,  we  think  they  operate 
as  powerful  checks  upon  the  tt.alc  b.anhs  and 
their  branches,  and  thereby,  prevent  these 
latter  from  wielding,  by  the  potent  agency  of 
money,  the  political  concerns  cf  the  several 
states. 

To  notice,  even  biicfly,  all  tlie  subjects  of 
interest  to  w hich  the  columns  of  a good  news- 
paper should  otra.sionaIly  be  devoted,  would 
extend  this  at  tide  much  beyond  its  due  lim- 
its. Rut  there  ate  some  topics  of  such  vital 
importance,  at  the  present  f.eriod  in  this 
country,  that  it  would  be  hardly  excusable  to 
pass  tlicni  over  in  silence.  And  perhaps  there 
is  none,  wbldt  lu^  lit  to  be  more  frcriiicr.llv 
the  object  of  our  thoughts  than  ourcA  riex, 
or  the  interests  of  llti-fature  aivl  seicneb  in 
gincr.d.  The  scbool.sand  literary  instiluilons 
of  Kentucky,  tliough  in  a few  instances  foiir- 
ishiiig,  and  of  gre-.t  promise,  are  yet  in  gene- 
ral very  inipcrfi  ct  and  poorly  endowed.  The 
I present  period  v.  ein.,  to  be  peenliarly  suitable 
for  the  commencement  of  a libord  and  effi- 
cient systejn  of  rcfonTiitii  n and.  iinprovement. 
Tlie  state  of  society  demands  it : our  prpti’a- 
tii  n ami  resources  have  advanced  so  far,  as  to 
furnish  abuudar.t  materials  for  ac.adeniics  and 
colleges;  .and  a l:ite  ac(;nisilic;i  of tcrrltmy 
has  supplied  a fu.'.d  fur  public  uses,  which 
O'jgbt  to  be  devoted  to  tl-.cir  support.  If  the 
advantages  of  the  cris^  .aie  seized  and  judl- 
cionSlr  man.aged,  ICentncky  may  rise  pre-em- 
inent among  hersi.ster  states,  for  tlie  learni;ig, 
intelligence  and  virtue  of  her  citizens  ; but  if 
neglected.,  she  is  desticed  to  be  but  a scccuid- 
arv  st;;r  iu  tliis  grajid  cor.rtcllatiau  of  rupuh- 
dcs.  ,\s  the  editors  cf  a Kentucky'  ] ri:tt,  we 
sliall  hence  deem  no  tubject  more  worthy  of 
our  attention,  than  the  advancement  <'f  lite- 
rature, Slid  Institutions  qf  learni;igini>ur  stale. 

Next  to  this  in  importar.ee,  v,  c m.ay  rank  tlie 
subject  of  internal  improvement.  The  atten- 
tion of  other  stasi-s,  and  of  the  general  go- 
vernment, has  been  awakened  to  the  true  hr 
tcrests  of  the  people  in  tk.is  respect ; an  l as  j 
soon  ;is  the  politicians  of  Kentucky  siia'l  duly  | 
appreciate  her  resources  for  similar  measure  s, 
and  the  advantages  she  wn;ild  derive  fro-ai 
them,  wc  sh.all  see  them  pursuing  the  same 
plan  of  policy.  The  imnihie  mo;ms  and  op- 
portunities wliieh  our  sl:itio;i  may  afi'or  1 na. 
to  as.sist  in  difTiusing  information,  an  1 exciting 
public  spirit  on  this  sii'.iject,  shad  he  :ittcn 
lively  iniprovcil. 

rurthur  wc  shall  only  add,  in  relation  li.. 
both  the  style  and  matter  cf  our  C;'.;',o;  ial  arti- 
cles, lh;it  in  the  selection  cftopics  we  sli.ail  ;un 
at  the  u.scfiil  and  the  interesting  ; and  in  tlielt 
discussion,  we  shall  have  a s'lie.t  regard  ti 
moderation  a;iddc^eu-um — abstaining,  .as  far  a'  I 


in  our  temper  lies,  from  vioienoe,  abuse,  11- 
centionsness,  unnecessary'  interference  wiLh 
private  character,  and  pti.soi.afilies  in  illsciifs- 
ing  the  cond^uet  of  public  me:i ; yet  s-till  exert- 
ing all  the  spirit  and  firmness  nf  wl  i w e may 
be  captible,  wiien  requisite  in  our  strictures  on 
.any  thing,  which  it  m.ay  be  ncctssai  v to  make 
the  subject  of  aniniadvershm.
